The  German  reports  said  ‘slrong  troop  mnforoe- 
menls  ' had  been  seen  behind  the  American  lines  and  the 
Berlin  commentator  predicted  they  would  be  employed  m 
the  coming  "Battle  of  Geilenkirchen.’*

harbor.  If  a retaining  wall  were  built,  how- 
ever. and  deep  water  dredged  on  the  harbor 
side  there  is  no  reason  why  a very  useful  , 
berthing  place  could  not  be  developed.  | 
Whether  thTs'  would  handle  the  largest  ocean 
steamships  is  prol>ably  a point  for  the  experts 
to  decide,  because  Victoria  Harbor  is  already 
narrow  at  its  mouth.

It  may  be  true  that  this  scheme,  as  the  City 
auggcita.  will  show  a reduction  in  the  amount 
of  interest  the  corporation  would  otherwise 
have  paid  out  on  the  basis  of  the  first  refund- 
ing scheme.  The  amount  of  that  reduction 
has  been  variously  stated,  but  the  details  are 
yet  to  come. 

What  ia  encouraging  about  the  present 
negotiations  is  that  the  City  is  thinking  in 
terms  of  serial  bonds.  It  has  been  found  in 
practice  that  where  a community  arranges  to 
repay  outright  a fixed  proportion  of  its  debt 
each  year  that  its  current  position  is  a truer 
one  than  where  sinking  fund  issues  have  been 
resorted  to  Sinking  fund  issues  arc  most 
often  refunded  in  turn,  and  refunding  by 
that  means  is  more  often  a toad  into  debt 
than  out  of  it.  as  many  Governments  have 
found  to  their  cost.  i 

When  it  is  understood  that  the  City  does  ! 
not  pfopoae  to  prolong  the  debt  period,  and  ' 
that  it  will  make  arrangement^  to  issue  serial 
debentures — which  must  be  met  when  pre- 
sented as  due — the  current  negotiaiu/ns  come 
into  clearer  focus.  If  V'lctoria  can  improve  ^ 
its  position  under  the  pccscni  refunding  plan, 
that  is  worth  doing  Nor.  with  growth, 
new  settlement  and  a reasonably  bright 
future,  has  it  anything  to  fear  of  what  may 
transpire  in  the  year  1975.  In  all  likellhocHl.

The  Allies  have  taken  570.185  German 
prisoners  in  Western  Europe  since  June  6. 

1 hese  are  men  who  can  be  directly  accounted 
for  because  we  are  holding  them  in  our  hands. 
What  Germany  has  lost  m fighting  men 
apart  from  prisoners  of  war  can  only  be  sur 
miaed.  It  may  be  twice  as  heavy  as  the  num 
bers  of  those  captured,  although  from  the 
nature  of  the  actual  fighting  that  dc<s  nor 
appear  likely.  A good  many  Germans  liavc 
surrendered  without  a fight,  being  cut  off 
it  IS  fairly  safe  to  assume,  however,  that  the 
enemy  has  lo.st  in  the  neighborhooil  of 
1.000.000  effectives  in  the  same  period,  in- 
cluding those  wounded  who  yet  may  return 
to  (he  fight.
